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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments made with the filing are 
compelling and provide a basis for differentiating the current application from the previously cited prior art. However, the claims as 
written still contain broad terminology that is only limited within the arguments and filed specification. The broad term 'data identifier' can 
be interpreted in numerous ways by one skilled in the art. To fully understand the claimed invention, details from arguments and the 
specification must be read into the claims. Therefore, as currently presented the claim language is still broadly defined and could be 
interpreted in numerous ways. Amendment of the claims to include further information as to the usage and/or funciton of the "data 
identifier' would be needed to differentiate the claimed invention over the prior art. As currently claimed, the 'data identifier' could be 
interpreted as meaning a command gesture or string within the stroke information identifying data to be added or deleted or to identify 
the activation of a preset command, such an interpretation is used by the Examiner in the previously made rejections. 
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
